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— Caneer. A third while hote called Summer, which 
ꝛgins at the Duns firſt entrance into Cancer, wp 

it doth the 11. of Juns, and continues till the Suns 
entrance ints Libia. fourth while Coole, called the 
Fall, beginning when the Sun enters into Libra, 
which is the thirteenth of September, and continues 
till the Sun haue made his entrance into Capricorne.

Drie. How farre theſe ſeaſons will alter their natu⸗ 
rall tefnper this pꝛeſent yeare; and what weather 
wiil happen euery day, Jleaue to others(moze ſkil= 
fnll) to tell, and refcrre thee to them.
